Kennedy of Massachusetts, a can­ 
didate for the nomination 
Besides picking Bowles, the con­ 
vention’s 
arrangements 
commit­ 
tee. 
meeting 
in 
Los 
Angeles, 
named a Westerner and a South­ 
erner as co-chairmen of the cre­ 
dentials committee. 
They are Calvin W\ Rawlings of 
Salt Lake City, not known as an 
extreme crusader on civil rights, 
and Camille F. Gravel of Alex­ 
andria, La., a Southern moderate 
on the race question. 
In Washington, three Democrat­ 
ic candidates, Kennedy, Sen. Stu­ 
art Symington

Minnesota, are taking advantage 
of a forum offend by the A SN E. 
Kennedy, whose Catholic relig­ 
ion is considered an issue in the 
West Virginia prim ary, plans to 
stress that a man’s church should 
have nothing to do with his nomi­ 
nation or election. 
Symington plans to discuss the

Humphrey intends to demonstrate 
to the nation’s editors that he has 
as good a chance as the next can­ 
didate to snare the nomination.

Venezuela Rebels 
Flee to Border 


CARACAS, Venezuela (A P ) — 
Rebels against President Romuio 
Betancourt today abandoned their 
last 
stronghold and 
fled toward 
the Colombian border. 
The 
rebel 
remnant 
quit 
th#- 
headquarters of the Bolivar Regi­ 
ment 
in San Cristobal 
as loyal 
government troops led by tanks 
converged on the city, capital of 
Tachira State. 
The 
rebels 
fled 
to 
escape 
a 
major battle promised by Betan­ 
court to crush the revolt doomed 
by its failure to rally support. 
The rush to the border began 
shortly after the government an 
nounced air force 
planes would 
begin machioegunning the Bclivar 
barracks, which the 
rebels had 
held for 24 hours. 
The fugitives still faced the pos­ 
sibility of fighting at the border, 
for loyal government forces con­ 
trolled the international road, the 
only direct route across the bor­ 
der. 
Venezuelan frontier guards al­ 
ready had repulsed some rebel 
units trying to escape The guards 
men attacked the fleeine insur­ 
gents m the town of Rubio, only 


a few miles from the border, and 
the rebels fell back on San Cris­ 
tobal.

miles through the rugged Andes 
Mountains from San Cristobal. 
The whereabouts of the leader 
of the revolt, retired 
air 
force 
Gen. Jesus Maria Castro 
I eon, 
was not immediately known. 
The government said thousands 
of

p e a s a n t 
farmers joint'd the loyal troops as 
they moved up with tanks 
and 
howitzers on the mountain rity of 
San Cristobal, 384 miles southwest 
of Caracas. 
Betancourt had told the nation 
in a broadcast Wednesday night 
that the retwllion had failed and 
would be crushed within 
hours. 
Major military, political and labor 
leaders 
had 
rallied 
behind 
his 
left-leaning coalition regime, and 
not a single important defection 
to Castro Leon was reported. 
Foreign Minister Luis 
Arcava 
charged that Generalissimo 
R a ­ 
fael L. Trujillo, dictator of 
the 
Dominican Republic, was behind 
the revolt 
Tnijillo 
and 
Betan­ 
court are bitter enemies.

Get Clearance 


From Judge 


C L E V E L A N D (A P ) — Stories 
about a grand jury' hearing pub­ 
lished last July by the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer and the Cleveland 
Press did not interfere with justice 
a common pleas judge has ruled 
here. 
Judge Charles W. White, acquit­ 
ted both newspapers Wednesday 
of contempt of court charges for 
the publicatoin of stories Ju ly 23 
and 
24 
concerning 
grand 
jury 
hearings in the Popovic - Winston 
auto title case. 
Basis for the Press case had 
been its 
publication of a 
story 
saying the jury had voted an in­ 
dictment, though it was not re 
turned to the judge until the next 
day, Ju ly 24. Under Ohio law* an 
indictment is not official until the 
jury submits it to the presiding 
judge. 
White’s 
opinion 
in 
the 
Plain 
Dealer “ made clear that the in­ 
dictment had not been returned, 
filed or docketed, set forth the 
procedure necessary to consum­ 
mate the act and commented upon 
the premature publication in the 
Cleveland Press the day before.” 
In 
the 
Press 
opinion, 
Judge 
White wrote: 
"The most that can be said . . . 
is that the premature publication 
of the fact that an indictment has 
been found tends . . . to bring the 
administration of justice into more 
or less disrepute . . .” 
He said there was no evidence 
in either of the separate cases to 
indicate justice has been obstruct­ 
ed.

Central Kentucky residents were 
on Central Daylight Saving Time 
year-round for several years, un­ 
til a recent Interstate Commerce 
Commission order put the area in 
the Eastern Standard Time zone 
This left the clocks the same as 
on Central Daylight Saving Time. 
Among those states where plans 
call for an incomplete swing to 
Daylight Time by local option are 
Ohio, V i r g i n i a , Pennsylvania, 
Iowa, West Virginia and Missouri. 
All of Florida, except Eglin Air 
Force Base will remain on Stand­ 
ard Time. 
Washington and Oregon will con­ 
tinue to observe mandatory Stand­ 
ard Time. 
Among the states where Day 
light Saving Time will be observed 
without exception are California, 
Wisconsin. Minnesota, New Hamp­ 
shire, 
Vermont, 
Massachusetts, 
Maine, Illinois, New Jersey, end 
Rhode 
Island.

House Passes 
Rights Bill 


Law Guarantees 
Negro Balloting

The civil rights bill, approved 
after a long light in both Houses 
against stubborn Southern opposi 
tion, also provides crim inal |w*n 
alties for obstruction of federal 
orders. 
This 
issue 
had 
come 
up 
es 
penally in connection with school 
desegregation orders, as in Little 
Rock, Ark., but the bill was ex­ 
panded to apply to resistance of 
any federal court order. 
Other sections would 
facilitate 
federal investigation and prosecti 
tion of bombings, 
including 
not 
only 
bombings of religious 
and 
educational edifices, but of homtS 
and other structures. 
Other 
sections 
require 
voting 
records to be preserved and pro­ 
vide for education <f sor ic< 
n n s 
children when public schools arc 
closed to avoid desegregation or 
ders. 
Eisenhower’s approval was e\ 
pected, The voting referee provi 
sion at the heart of the measure, 
while modified, is essentially what 
his Justice Department proposed 
as the way to deal with systemat­ 
ic privation of voting rights — 
such as Negroes complain of in 
parts of the South. 
The Senate wrote in a provision 
that 
the 
referees, 
appointed by 
federal 
courts to handle 
voting 
complaints, must stick closely to 
state qualifications in certifying 
voters as eligible. 
The Senate also specified that 
the cour ts, not the reft recs, \ cr< 
to set the time and places of the 
hearings on 
voting rights 
com­ 
plaints. 
Practically 
unchanged 
was a section requiring that reg 
istration 
and 
voting 
records 
la* 
preserve!. 
Another 
Senate 
mange 
to

argued over was the broadening 
of a section of the hill making it 
a 
federal 
crime forcibly or

threats to resist federal court or­ 
ders.

House 
worth’d

“ U ttle 
Rock section” 
so as to 
apply only to school desegregation 
orders. But 
the Senate made it 
apply to court orders in all cir 
cumstances— such, for example, as 
labor-management disputes. Peri 
alties range up to $1,000 fine and 
one year’s imprisonment.

the bill deal with bombings and 
the education of servicemen’! chi! 
dren in areas where public schools 
may be closed to avoid integrated 
operation.
